All elev en cancer su fferers h ad 
been giv en injections at Dr. 
Neal’s clinic. 
Th e bottle was giv en to th e 
federal food and dru g adminis­ 
tration for inv estigation of th e 
contents and Dr. J. J. Du rrett, 
ch ief of th e dru g div ision, said 
all ensol in th e cou ntry wou ld 
be seized pending a final report 
from inv estigators.

Th e attorney general’s opinion 
on th e 1935 amendment to th e 
original act of 1933, prov ides th at 
in Ru sh v ille and oth er cities of 
th e fifth class, v oters will elect 
fiv e cou ncilmen as formerly , bu t 
a Repu blican or Democratic par­ 
ty v oter not only may now v ote 
for fou r of h is own party repre­ 
senting separate districts, bu t 
th ey also may v ote for one cou n- 
cilman-at-large, also ru nning on 
th eir party ticket. 
Th is makes it possible to elect 
fiv e Repu blican "br fiv e Demo­ 
cratic members of common cou n­ 
cil. Under th e sy stem as set u p 
u nder th e 1933 act and u sed in 
th e 1934 elections, a Repu blican 
or a Democratic v oter v oted for 
fou r of h is party ch oices, and one 
on th e opposite party ticket, 
making fiv e in all.

Two Tip hia sp ecies are the best 
so far discov ered, say s J. L. King, 
senior entomolgist at the bu ­ 
reau of entomology and p lant 
q u arantine, here. Adu lt Tip hia 
and adu lt beetles do not fight, 
bu t their children join in deadly 
combat. 
Here's the way 
the battle 
goes: 
For laboratory rearing, female 
Tip hia are p laced in tins with 
beetle gru bs. The Tip hia stings 
the gru bs and lay s eggs in them. 
Then the gru bs are p laced in 
tray s with soil. Tip hia larv ae de­ 
v elop and su ck the gru bs to 
death. Then they eat them and 
sp in cocoons. The cocoons are 
p laced in cold storage u ntil the 
nex t season, when adu lts are 
reared, mated and then liberated 
in the field. 
Tip hia no longer are imp orted, 
for the domestic su p p ly is su ffi­ 
cient. And most of the biological 
control work consists of collect­ 
ing p arasites at established cen­ 
ters in the field and distribu ting^ 
these to new areas. 
Since 1921, abou t 1400 colonies 
hav e 
been 
liberated 
in nine 
states. 
An 
incomp lete 
check 
shows that more than half of 
these hav e become established. It 
tak es from fou r to fiv e y ears for 
a colony to become strongly es­ 
tablished, and twice as long for 
it to sp read six to 12 miles. The 
general p rogram calls for the 
p lacing of 250 #new colonies a 
y ear. 
t 
King say s the p arasites, with 
other natu ral factors su ch as 
disease, are slowly redu cing the 
beetle gru b p op u lation. Bu t he 
doesn’t ex p ect the beetle to be 
k illed off entirely , for Tip hia 
hav e one drawback : they de­ 
p end solely on the beetle gru b 
for food. And a decline in beetle 
gru bs means a decline in p ara-, 
sites.

Inv ented by J. A. Mitchell of 
the Lak e States Forest Ex p eri­ 
ment station, it is intended as a 
y ard stick by which forest rang­ 
ers may determine the fire haz­ 
ard in their districts on any giv ­ 
en day . 
Used ex p erimentally in nation­ 
al forests of the Lak e States re­ 
gion, the mfeter has p rov ed u nu s­ 
u ally accu rate and was fou nd es­ 
p ecially 
effectiv e 
in 
sections 
where large concentrations of 
men, as in the CCC camp s, were 
charged with p rotection of a 
large wooded area. 
It p ermitted the ranger in 
charge to conserv e his manp ow­ 
er, u tilizing the men on other 
task s on “low-danger” day s, and 
in sending large crews at once to 
blazes rep orted u nder high-dan- 
ger conditions. 
Relativ e hu midity , wind v eloci­ 
ty , nu mber of day s since last 
rainfall, amou nt of rainfall, and 
condition of v egetation (whether 
green, cu ring or dead) are fact­ 
ors in op eration of the meter. 
When the meter is set on these 
factors, the resu ltant reading is 
the fire hazard “q u otient.” These 
q u otients nu mber from one to 
sev en. As ex amp les of the me­ 
ter’s accu racy , it was fou nd du r­ 
ing a test p eriod th at only 1.4 p er 
cent of the fires ocu rred on No. 
I day s, while 46.5 p er cent oc­ 
cu rred on No. 6 day s; and the 
av erage area bu rned way only 
2.9 acres on No. 3 day s, bu t 136.8 
acres on day s rated 6 and 7 .

headache. To av oid this, Ru ssell 
say s, Negro work ers in the Sou th 
nibble the dy namite stick s. 
He say s blasters act on hu nch­ 
es, p lu s ex p erience. A general 
ru le is a stick of dy namite to a 
foot of grou nd. A better method, 
howev er, is to figu re ou t the 
shearing and cru shing strength 
of the rock to be blasted. 
“Then we k now how mu ch en- 
ery or force we hav e to su p p ly to 
ov ercome it,” he ex p lains. “It of­ 
fers so mu ch resistance; y ou ’re 
try ing to bu st it u p . You don’t 
alway s try to mov e it—y ou try to 
smash it. 
“Bu t y ou can’t ov erdo blasting, 


p articu larly when y ou hav e to 
figu re on bu ildings. You m u st do 
the job, and no more. That re­ 
q u ires ju dgment and close fig­ 
u ring.” 
Ru ssell’s work has tak en him 
all ov er the cou ntry and to Sou th 
America and Canada. He figu res 
he has handled “IO or 15 million 
p ou nds of dy namite.’* He is a 
gradu ate engineer who started 
ou t on field work . He has been 
called in on su ch big blasting 
jobs as the Hu dson Riv er tu bes, 
New York City su bway s, 
and 
dredging jobs in New York har­ 
bor, Alex andria Bay , Bu ffalo har­ 
bor, the New York Barge Canal 
and Honolu lu harbor. 
His wife, he say s, didn’t lik e it, 
at first, when he went ou t on a 
blasting job, bu t she’s gotten 
worn down.” 
Ru ssell is 56. Field work ers call 
him “that dy namite man.”
